Chief Will Explains Equipment Of 
Our Belle Glade. Fire Department 


October 6-12 has been designated Fire Prevention Week 
around the nation, Therefore, this week we have asked Belle 
Glade Fire Chief L. E. Will to describe the equipment and 
methods used by the city department. 

Belle Glade's loss ratio due to fire has steadily decreased. 
In fact. the incidents of fire at all have been few and far be- 
tween during the past few months. The remainder of this article 
was written especially for The Herald-by Chief Will. 

Most of our local taxpayers knew that the city has some 
shiny red firetrucks, but as to what ©lee 1s comprised in the Fire 
Department, they are somewhat hazy. A brief summary may 
be informatie, 

The appartus consists of three trucks (professionally known 
as "pumpers") and one pickup. The largest and oldest of these 
Pumpers, a 1937 Peter Pirsch, is capable of pumping 750 gallons 
per minute and supplying three 214 inch hose lines. It carries 
the long ladder, the deluge gun-and the light plant. 

The other pumpers are of 500 gpm. capacity. Each carries 
1000 feet or more of 244 inch hose as well as at least 200 feet 
of 132 inch and reels of rubber one inch booster lines. Of great 
advantage in quickly extinguishing small fires and in making 
the initial attack on large ones, is the new 500 gpm. triple com- 
bination Howe pumper on a Ford chassis, purchased last year 
This pumper, besides carrying all standard equipment, also 
has a tank of 500 gallons of water to which two hose lines are 
connected. Upon arriving at a fire, one or both of the lines can 
be advanced and charged with water at once. In addition, a 
third'small line or two 2% inch line may be supplied from the 
jsame pump if necessary. Meanwhile, a second pumper lays a 
supply line from this truck to the nearest hydrant and pumps 
water to the Howe. 

Bellé Glade was among the first to realize the advantages 
of the use of water fog instead of solid streams for fighting in- 
terior fires. By this method, the water, being broken into 


sary water damage. 
All the trucks are equipped with an ample number of fog 
nozzles as well as of the conventional straight-tip nozzles used 
for long reach. A "jumbo" nozzle or deluge gun, recently ac- 
quired, is capable of delivering 500 gpm. on a big fire. It is 
supplied by three hose lines and is furnished with both a fog and 
astraight tip. It has proved its effectiveness several times when 
conditions permitted its use. 

Each truck is equipped with standard 24-foot extension and 
10-foot roof ladders. In addition, an aluminum 3 
is carried on the Pirsch. Two short, folding “attic ladder: 
convénient in confined quarters. 

Special equipment includes such items as a portable light 
plant, a smoke ejector, a variety of forcible-entry tools and 
two pieces of self contained breathing apparatus to be used in 
dense smoke or poisonous gas, where the ordinary filter type 
mask would be ineffective. s 

For the protection of the firefigh supply of protective 
clothing, helmets, boots and "bunker" coats, for protection 
much from heat as from water, are carried. Borrowing an idea 
from Miami's fire department, the smoke masks are worn at- 
tached to the coats, to be instantly available when needed. 

Personnel, working directly under Assistant Chief Cecil 
Bair, and under the general supervision of Lawrence E. Will, 
part-paid chief, normally consists of six pump operators in addi- 
tion to a dozen volunteers. 

The regular men work 24 hours on duty and 48 hours off
